IRELAND. TWO 
CIVILISATIONS. 


NEED OF VIGOROUS 
CRITICISM, 
————— 

Tá Conference of the Library Associa- 


tion of Ireland was resumed in 

University College, Cork, yesterday, 
when, under the. presidency of Professor 
Tadgh O’Donohoe, a paper in Irish was read 
by Micheal 0 Donnabhain, Dublin. 
“The publie service as affecting libraries was 
dealt with in a paper by Mr. David Barry, 
B.A.. Librarian, Rathmines, who said that 
financial arrangements at present were a real 
and insuperable barrier to library develop- 
ment. One of the most important points for 
irish) librarians was how their hbrary ee 
stood in relation to the national ideal. It 
was admitted that a public library policy 
should be in unison with the cultural aspira- 
tions of the people for whom the service was 
provided. For years pe the best native 
minds in the country had been wotking to 
mould a culture based on, and influenced as 
far as modern conditions would allow, by 
the ancient, civilisation, for which the country 
was once famous. It did not impress them

‘Che matter was raised by St. George’s 
(Hanover square) branch, who moved to sub- 
stitute in a clause of the rules the words 
“those who were conscientious objectors in 
the Great War” for ‘‘conscientious 
obiectors. 

The supporters of the amendment argued 
that there should be provision for the case 
of men who frankly and straightforwardly 
said that, although they served in the Great 
War, they were determined not to serve 
again because they believed in the cause of 
peice. : 

It was also urged that there was necessity 
to get rid of the idea that the Legion was 
an organisation that provided a nucleus for 
the next war instead of being against war, 


NO ROOM FOR “ CONCHIES.” 
Mr. Ervet (Newcastle) opposed the amend- 
ment, saying that if it were carried the 
Legion would be allying itself with the ' No 
more war movement’ run by the Com- 
munistic element. ‘‘Let them go to a move- 
ment which wants ‘Conchies.* We don't,” 
he declared, amid cries of “ Hear, hear.” 

The Chairman (Colonel John Brown, of 
Northampton) said that he believed they 
were right in the last war. If there was 
another war the decision of taking part in 
it would have to be for individuals to decide 
at the time. If the decision were as difficult 
as last time he and his children would act 
in the same way as they acted then. 

The amendment was defeated on a show of 
hands. 

The Colonel has a frank way of dealing 
with those under his chairmanship. Hearing 
difficulties arose between the platform and 
the auditorium, 

“We shall have loud speakers at future 
conferences,’ he said, '“ but now 1 have to 
listen to you fellows, and you have to listen 
You may not. like my 
voice, but you have got to hear.it.. As to 
your vote, you can do what you like. I 
don’t care a damn what you do. '

When organisations found they could not 
get help from the Poppy Day Fund, he said, 
they would have their own collections, and 
instead of one national collection there. would 
be hundreds of local ones. 

“TI say seriously,’’ he concluded, “ that if 
that is carried there 1s no future for the 
Legion.”’ 

A proposition that the Benevolent Fund of 
the Legion be available for men who served 
in the Great War was carried without opposi- 
tion. 

Propositions for including pre-war and 
post-war men were defeated, and also the 
proposal that assistance should be limited to 
members of the Legion, the votes in favour 
being very few. 

A number of resolutions dealing with relief 
to unemployed members were considered. It 
was pointed out that without. considerable 
increase of funds it would be impossible to 
do more than was being done. The proposals, 
which inclided the setting up of local boot 
repairing departments and the payment of 
atrears on National Health Insurance cards, 
were defeated,

ECONOMIC WAR. 
DEPLORED. 


Speaking at a meeting of farmers and rate- 
payers, which was held in Edenderry yester- 
day, Mr. P. Baxter said that when England 
had control of Irish affairs they did no more 
to reduce the standard of life than did the 
present Free State Government, who had 
made it impossible for farmers to live, 

The economic war should never have been 
started. Along with driving the country to 
bankruptcy, it would prevent the union of 
the thirty-two counties—a union which was of 
vital importance to-day. He did not believe 
in craven suppliance to England, but he 
believed in peace, and England was prepared 
to make peace.

Both they and the horses 
were exhausted, and I do not know which 
was the more sore.

THREE HOURS’ SLEEP. 


“ I have only had three hours’ sleep, - 
he declared. ‘‘ The Atlantic crossing was 
extremely difficult. I was forced to 
choose the northern route. Ice formed 
continually on the wings and body of my 
aeroplane, and I landed on the Norwegian 
coast because I wanted to thaw off the 
heavy ice deposits. I was also extremely 


tired. 
“IT flew straight from Oslo to Moscow,”’ 
he continued, ‘‘ and I had no trouble on 


this part of the flight except for a short 
time over the Baltic, when I had to fly 
blind owing to fog. 

When Mr. Mattern landed in Norway 
he found a slight rent in one of the wings 
of his machine, which he repaired himself. 
Although he had two flasks of tea with him 
he was unable to have a drink, since they 
were both broken on landing. Girls living 
on the island covered the wings of his 
machine with their signatures before he 
flew on to Oslo. 


WELCOME. SURPRISE. 


Landing at the military aerodrome of 
Teler, about fifteen miles from the city, 
he took everyone by surprise, since even 
there the telephones were not working and 
he was not expected. 

The first news of his landing in Norway 
reached Oslo through the  lighthouse- 
keeper on Jomfruling Island, who tele- 
phoned to the mainland. : 

Mr. Mattern re-fuelled in Oslo, taking 


-on board 100 gallons of petrol and 10 


gallons of oil. He also took with him to 
Moscow two bottles of water. 

Mr. Mattern was nearly killed in land- 
ing at Jomfruland. It appears that he 
thought that he was landing on a smooth 
beach, but in reality the beach was strewn 
with large and small stones, which 
damaged the wheels of the ‘plane, and 
Mattern thought for a time that he wox‘* 
vot be able to get any farther. 


He was. however, so tired that on dis- 


covering a near by summer bungalow he 


sat down and promptly fell asleep, never 
even waking up when his surprised host 
picked him up and carried him to bed. 


A REAL FIGHT. 


“I am feeling pretty good; but, boy, I 
had a real fight across the Atlantic. I 
dcn’t want to live that night over again,’’ 
said the flier to Reuter’s Correspondent in 
a talk while eating caviare and Russian 
delicacies at the Moscow airport, 

“Tf I had landed at Oslo instead of on 
the coast,” he went on, “I should have 
reached Moscow in thirty-two hours. 

“ My purpose is not to break the round. 
the world ‘ record,’ but to be the first to 
accomplish a round-the-world solo flight 
But still, if I cut off a couple of days from 
the ‘record’ I would not be sorry.” 

Mattern had dinner, and slept for two 
hours. Then he had a bath and changed 
and reappeared looking as fresh as ever. 

He spent the next few hours conferring 
with Soviet officials about the weather and 
the best route to follow. 

Just when he expected to leave trouble 
with the petrol pressure developed, but 
was put right under the glow sf search- 
lights and with the aid of Russian 
mechanics, 


OFF AGAIN, 


After a nine hours’ rest at the Moscow 
Aerodrome, Mattern resumed his flight 
at 1.14 this morning (Moscow time), 
making for Sverdlovsk. Thence his 
itinerary is Novosibirsk, Irkutsk and 
Khabarovsk, 4,340 miles distant. 

Weather reports indicate that the 
weather is unsettled, with rain and 
squalls, as far as Sverdlovsk, and after 
that the conditions are somewhat better.

It will be recalled that during the 
tenure of office of the Cumann na 
nGaedheal Government the observance of 
the Tone anniversary was made a State 
affair. A parade of the Free State troops 
from the Curragh Camp was a principal 
feature of the annual event at Bodens- 
town. The Cosgrave Government’s idea was 
that the celebration should be national 
and not sectional. It is true that certain 
bodies, while refusing to join in the 
Government celebrations, usually held an 
independent celebration of their own 
after the Government troops had moved 
off. Since the present Government came 
into office the Cumann na nGaedheal 
Party have not concerned themselves 
with the celebration. 
Last year’s celebration took place at 
Bodenstown on the 19th June. Accord- 
ing to the report in the Irish Times of 
the following day, ‘‘ the ceremony was 
confined entirely to the Irish Republican 
Army. It had been anticipated that the 
members of the Fianna Fail Party would 
have taken part in the commemoration, 
but they were not represented officially 
by any of their members in the Dail.”’ 


THREE CELEBRATIONS, 
This year, according to various pub 
lished statements, there are to be no 
fewer than three different celebrations. 
It seems that, notwithstanding a 
common devotion’ to the Tone tradition, 
the sections which claim to be sole 
repositories of the true Republican faith 
have not been able to agree to a united 
celebration, and so it is announced that 
the Sinn Fein Party, who are having a 
celebration extending over a whole week 
—from the llth to the 18th June—will 
assemble at Bodenstown on Wednesday, 
the 14th; the Irish Republican Army 
will celebrate at the same place on 
Sunday, 18th; and the Fianna Fail 
Party. which is claimed as “the greatest 
Republican organisation of them all,” 
will hold its celebration on Sunday, 25th. 
In a statement published by the Stand- 
ing Committee of Sinn Fein there is a 
certain explanation for their attitude. It 
is stated the decision was taken “ after 
correspondence with the promoters of the 
Bodenstown pilgrimage announced for 
June 18th, and failure to obtain assur- 
ances as to the exclusion of certain un- 
desirable parties from that pilgrimage.’’ 
Exactly who the ‘ undesirable parties ’’ 
are is not indicated. 

The announcement by the Fianna Fail 
Party of its intention to hold a separate 
celebration on the 25th inst. is accom- 
panied by an explanatory manifesto 
which shows that as a party it is not 
prepared to take an inferior position to 


any other body. It says:— 
“ Fianna Fai] cannot allow itself to 
be put in any false fosition. It is the 


organisation to which the vast body of 
Irish. Republicans look for leadership; 
and to permit any ambiguity to be 
created as to its aims or st:tus would do 
irreparable Larm. Fianna Fail has no 
hostility to any other demonstrations | 
arranged for Bodenstown. On the con- 


But on Fianna Fail, as the largest 
organised body of Republicans, rests the 
responsibility of arranging a demonstra- 
tion of its members under its own 
leaders, so that no difficulty or difference 
will deter them from participating in the 
pilgrimage.’’ 

On behalf of the promoters of the cele- 
bration fixed for the 18st, it is alleged 
that while a year ago Fianna Fail, when 
invited to join them, left its clubs free 
to participate if they so desired, this 
year the response to a similrr invitation 
was the announcement of a celeb-ation of 
their own on the 25th. 

There is no suggestion that at any of 
the celebrations announced the Govern- 
ment of the “ree State will be officially 
represented, or that the Free State Army 
will take part.

HE decision of the United States 

_ . Customs Court (as already reported), 
that the special tariff on coal imports from 
Great Britain and Germany is discrimina 
tory and a violation of the “‘most-favoured- 
nation "’ treaties, is regarded here as being 
a most important test case. 
The validity of the ‘‘ most-favoured- 
nation” clauses of thirty-six United 
States commercial treaties, including that 
with Great Britain, is involved. 
The State Department was greatly con- 
cerned over the affair, and obtained special 
permission to file briefs, although the 
time limit had — for it feared that, 
if the Court upheld the special duty 
despite the most-favoured-nation clause of 
the 1915 treaty with Great Britain and 
the 1923 treaty with Germany, it would 
have wrecked not only the whole system 
of the treaty, ‘but also the plan of the 
State Department to use the German 
treaty as a model for further agreements. 
The test cases dealt only with imports 
of British coal through Boston by the 
George Warren Corporation and of 
German coal through Bridgeport (Conn. ) 
by the Domestic Fuel Corporation. 
The Revenue Act, 1932, had provided 
a duty of 2 dollars per ton to be levied 
on coal from countries whose shipments 
were greater than the quantity of. coal 
purchased by them from the United States 
in 1931., : 
The Court has ordered the refund of 
thousands of dollars collected since June, 
1932, under this Act. 


VICTORY FOR MINISTER. 


The United States counsel in charge of 
tariff litigation argued that the Revenue 
Act, 1932, over-rode commercial treaties 
with foreign Powers, on the ground that 
decisions of the whole Congress in revenue 
matters should take precedence of com- 
mercial treaties which were approved only 
by the President and the Senate. 
The judge, however, ruled that treaties 
and Acts of Congress have equal force, 
and in case of conflict the latest in force 
takes precedence; but that a treaty can- 
not be abrogated unless Congress clearly 
expresses an intention to do so. 
It is expected that the case will be 
carried to the United States Supreme 
Court, but in the meanwhile the present 
decision is regarded in Washington as a 
victory for the policy of the Secretary of 
State, Mr. Cordell Hull, who is an ardent 
advocate of the most-favoured-nation 
system, although critics point out that it 
is difficult to reconcile this with the policy 
of individual tariff bargaining contem- 
plated by President Roosevelt. | 
The New York Journal of Commerce 
reports that the Anthracite Institute will 
try to get the complete imports of anthra- 
cite put into the Industrial Reorganisation 
Bill now before Congress.

TASK OF ECONOMIC 
DISARMAMENT.

“The Times to-day, in concluding a lead- 
ing article, says :—In their natural and 
healthy desire for a naticnal life as com- 
plete and as well balanced as possible, 
the newer countries have tried to make 
themselves self-sufficient too rapidly, at 
too great a cost to their general develop- 
ment and with too little consideration 
for| the manufacturing countries upon 
whose markets they depend for the sale 
of their own products. 

These excesses will not be cured by 
refusing to recognise what is sound in 
economic nationalism or by striving to 
make the world one economic unit. 
Pushed to extremes, economic inter- 
nationalism can be no less dangerous 
than economic nationalism, and any 
attempt to advance too hastily in that 
direction might lead t) grave social and 
political dislocations, 

The Economic Conference has to dis- 
cover some way of striking an equitable 
balance between the -advantages and the 
disadvantages on the two sides, avoiding 
the extremes both of ex -ssive nationalism 
and of excessive internationalism. It 
has ‘to find some «method of restoring 
world trade without sacrificine useful 
national industries or legitimate national 
interests. | 

The Ottawa Conference had a similar 
problem to face in its endeavours to stimu- 
late trade between the countries of the 
British Empire. After much discussion it 
was accepied as a guiding principle that 
protective duties should not exceed such a 
level as would give producers in other 
parts of the Empire “ full opportunity of 
reasonable competition on the basis of the 
relative cost of economical and efficient 
production.” It was also borne constantly 
in mind that as a matter of common-sense, 
and even of seif-interest, Great Britain, 
the creditor nalion, must recognise that 
a large proportion of her imports from 
the Dominions was not in exchange for 
British exports, but in payment of debt 
obligations. 

The Conference which opens next Mon- 
day will make a useful contribution | 
towards international economic disarma- 
ment if it is able to agree upon some 
similar guiding principle for the regula- 
tion of tariffs, and some similar recogni- 
tion of the responsibility of creditor coun- 
tries towards their debtors.

A PERFECT SUMMER DAY. 


From OUR REPORTER. 
LIVERPOOL, Monday. 


In perfect weather, and before a gather 
ing in the enclosure estimated at over 
fifty thousand people, the foundation stone 
of the Liverpool Roman Catholic 
Cathedral was laid to-day by Dr. 
Downey, Archbishop of Liverpool 

The ceremony was attended by Cardinal 
MacRory, Papal Legate; Sir Edwin 
Lutyens, the architect, and a great number 
of English and Irish bishops and clergy. 
Solemn Pontifical High Mass followed, 
in the course of which the Papal Legate 
described the building of the Cathedral in 
the present time as a great public act of 
faith in the existence of God and in the 
reality of the supernatural. 

Many thousands of people who had been 
unable to obtain admission filled the 
surrounding streets, and the Legate was 
greeted with a great demonstration of 
enthusiasm as he made his way back from 
the site. : 


THE KING’S TELEGRAM. 


Before the ceremony a message of appre- 
ciation was received from the King, in 
return for the message of loyalty which 
was sent him at Saturday s banquet. 

An aeroplane, flown by the Master of 
Sempill, passed low over the ground and 
dropped a parachute, to which was attached 
a message of congratulation. It dropped 
a few feet from the High Altar and was 
handed to Cardinal MacRory. 


SCENE AT THE CEREMONIES 


The Cathedral, with a total length of 
676 feet and an area of 233,000 square feet, 
will be the largest Christian church in the 
world, with the exception of St. Peter's 
at Rome. 

In a great cavity twenty feet deep the 
foundation stone of the new Cathedral 
was laid this morning. As we stood by 
the place before the ceremony we could see 
in the distance the bright robes of the 
prelates around the High Altar, where the 
Archbishop of Liverpool was blessing the 
holy water. Above him stretched the 
steps leading to the altar, surmounted by 
a great canopy and the statue of Christ 
the King. : 
Beside him, seated on his throne, was 
Cardinal MacRory, the Papal Legate, and 
all around were thousands of men and 
women, silently and intently watching. 


LAYING THE STONE. 


Having blessed the holy water, the 
Archbishop blessed the stone, a heavy 
block of white marble, and we could 
hear over th microphones the sound of 
his knife as ha marked every one 
of its six sides with the sign of the cross. 
Round the altar came the four priests, 
bearing tas stone towards us, passing on 
their way the rough wooden cross that was 
erected yesterday to mark the site of the 
future High Altar of the Cathedral. 

They halted before the platform, where 
the marble foundation stone was 
laboriously transferred to the great 
granite corner stone which was to encase 
it. All before us we could see a mass 
of faces, each turned expectantly in one 
direction. 

Behind, and further away, were the 
grimy houses of Brownlow Hill, and 
against the skyline tall cranes marked 
the spot where Liverpool’s other great 
cathedral is already beginning to 
dominate the Mersey. . 


THE PLATFORM. 


In front of us, on the. platform, was 
Sir Edwin Lutyens, the architect,.and a 
few feet away the serious, thoughtful

The day was intensely hot—so hot, in- 
deed, that. before the ceremony it was 
announced that during the Mass the 
people would be permitted to wear their 
hats and remain seated. Many “people, 
however, were overcome, and had to be 
carried out, including one of the digni- 
taries who was assisting at the high altar. 

The Mass was marked with all the 
pomp and colour of the Roman Church. 
On the steps of the high altar, which 
was flanked with two thrones, and sur- 
rounded by tall flag posts bearing the 
new cathedral banner, were ranged the 
bishops and cardinals, while beside 
Cardinal MacRory on his throne sat the 
two Papal Chamberlains. 

The Lord Mayor of Liverpool was also 
present and hundreds of clergy and nuns. 
The scene at the elevation of the Host, 
with the purple robes of the bishops 
fluttering in the sunlight, and the lon 
scarlet train of the Cardinal stretching 
behind him as he knelt on the steps before 
the altar, was a fitting culniination to a 
day that had been marked with so much 
splendour. 


THE LEGATE’S ADDRESS. 


“ In the course of his address Cardinal 
MacRory referred to the illness of Cardinal 
Bourne, Archbishop of Westminster, who 
has been prevented by illness from acting 
as Papal Legate. “We all deplore,”’ he 
said—*‘‘ and nobody more deeply than I— 
the circumstances that have made this im- 
possible, and we hope and pray that the 
Almighty may spare His Baitwates for 
still many years to continue the great 
work for the glory of God and the progress 
of the faith which he has carried on so 
long with such remarkable and universally 
recognised success.” 

Referring to the building of the 
Cathedral he said: ‘‘ As it rises to Heaven 

in all its strength and beauty it will be 
a symbol of your faith in the new era that 
has already dawned. Its erection at this 

time and in present world conditions will 

also be a great public act of faith in the 

existence of God and in the reality of the 

supernatural, and never was there a time 

when a great arresting act of faith was 

more necessary. 

“As ‘you know, a movement that 

threatens to become world-wide is ón foot, 

denying 'the existence of God, reality of 

the life to come and of everything super- 

natural.
